curing his Facher in law, Alexander Rowley, an Owilay*d man, his wife, and other vile People, to maintain at 
the Common Pleas Barr, many dangerous things againſt the DoFor, eſpecially, That the Doctor had Beaten oxe 


Mr. Slany, a diſtracted Gentleman, (before that time the DoRors Patient) till the Hloud ra out of his body, and that he ſhould 


aye of the Lowes within fourteen dayes afier the ſaid Mr, Slazy being at the time of the Tryal, living, and in health, (as appeared by 
the Oath of his own Brother, a perſon of quality,) and is yet Liveng, After this, the ſaid Rewley, together with his wife, and Sells his 
7:je, one Plant a COBLER, and others, ſwore moſt dangerous Articles in Chazcery againſt the Do#or and his Family,and afterwards 
all of them that could be got by the Cor ſtable and Officers, denyed before Alderman Atkins, and Alderman Andrews, all that they bad 


_ ſwore agaialt the DoFor, before the Maſters in Chancery, as manifeſtly appeareth by the Aldermens Reports rothe Maſter of the Rules,

and by che Arreſiation of the Commen-Courcel men, and many other perſons of quality in the ſame Pariſh. Since which time the ſaid 
Romley hath forſaken his Houſe, and liveri in obſcurity, the ſaid Plant hath alſo ofſcured himſelf. Ar or within a ſhorr time aftcr 
this, Sells conjoyning with one Edmund Smith, a CHAUNDLER of the ſaid Pariſh, invented another PLOTT, to ruine the 
Dor, and pretended the Dafor hadWher words againſt the ProteFor, 
And tiney did provoke me by their ſubtile inſinuations, to joyn with them to manage the deſign againſt the Door, of whom I do 
> ouledge 14 the preſence of God, and beſore all the World, I never reccived any 1njury from him, or by him, yet 1 did moſt Wicked- 
ly conſpire aginlt þim, and fetcht Souldicrs to apprehend tlie ſaid Door as a Malignant, to carry him to priſon, which Souldiers 
did take the Door, and uſed tiim moſt ,.civilly, Now for as muchas zothing could be proted againſt the D-8or, that Right 
Worſhipfull az rezowned Patron Ni.ble Alderman Atki,s diſcerning by the teſt;0ry of many perfons of quality this riotous deſugn 
and caprial avule, did bind the Sould;ers over to the Seſſions, arid ſent them to Priſvz, and tne Doctor did airerward zdte the 
Soulaters for the Rior, and ti;e Bill was found againitthery, Many the like willanwus eAFtons hath the ſaid Selis, Rowley, and Smith 
acted again} the Door, Now before all the V\ orld, I atte#t, That 1 k.-ow nathiig of ill in or by the ſaid Door, nor never heard 
any evil of him, bur by S:1is, Konlry, and Smrth, ani their malicious Confederates; nor did I ever ſpeak with or to the Gentleman, nor be 
to me, 1a all my life : Wicrctor: ] do confeſſe my wickedneſſe in abuling him trom tre totime, and do bunth and heartily crave his 
Rem! ſſton, And herel dufire all goo!

N4J whereas many ignorant pcoplc are apt rocondemn the Doctor of Cruelty, for keeping Sells ſo long in Priſon ; ler any 
man that is not partial, con{14cr, wiat he would do, it he were in this DoHor's condition, Since Sells, Rowley, Smith, Plant, 
Prerce, and therc(t have not onely endeavoured ſeveral wayes to wound his reputation publiquely and privately, bur to deprive 
him of his Eſtate, and (what is molt pretious) his Life, and not onely before, but ſince Sells his firſt impriſonment, he getting li- 
berty to go abroad, hath with them ſworn in Chancery, at Ely houſe ar the Seſſions, and pur in informations againſt the Door, 
ro prove hima Malignant, cauſed Riots at the Doctor's door, brought poor Fellows to the DoQor's houſe, upon vain pretence, 
lare in the night,to provoke the Doctor 3 aftcr this they caſt a deaths-skull at rhe DoCQtor's door,and thereupon raiſed a report, that 


it was the head of one of the Do&ors patients, which Saveryhad buried in his Garden. Before Sells his impriſonment,he arreſted 
the Door upon ſeven ſeveral / rticles, and cauſcd the Sergeants to runafter him in the ſtreets, to diſgrace him; and when he 


and his Father in law Rowley had liberty» they would daily affront the Door with moſt unſuffcrable languages whereſoever they 


met him, And m1de it their common pra&ice to ſend away the Doors Patients that paſſed their doors to the Doors houſe, 
they ſtruck down che Doctors Wife and Maid one night 11 the ſtreet, flung fope lees in their Childs face, and nof onely abuſed 
the Doctor his Wife and Family at their windows, attheir door, and in their Garden, but alſo cauſed their Boy and Maid fo to 
do, nor ſuffering any friend to viſitthe Doctor, that they ſaw, without abuſe, and commonly reported, Thatthe Doctor poyſon- 
ed,ſtarved, and beat his patients to death 3 and Sells till continueth without remorſe; whereas, had he ſubmitted himſelf as have 
done, he might have found as much mercy as I have received; Furthermore, the ſame Gentiemen that have obtained favour 
from the Doctor on my behalf, have heretofore endeavoured to do as much for Sells and Rowley, and the reſt; bur ſo much they 
have {lighted their endeavours, as that at the ſame rime when the Gentlemen have been imploying their pains to work their 
peace, they have made Songs of the Doctor in his hearing, and impudently confeſſed the ſame afterwards. And lately Sir Johz 
Lenthal did defire that the Doctor would ſend over ſome fit perſons to take notice of Sells his great humility ; Whereupon the 
Dodor did ſend over two perſons, who atteſt what they will make Oath of, Thar Sells did nor make the leaſt ſhew of humility, 
but juſtified his A&ions, and appeared very impudent, and uſed the Doctor with ſo much rudeneſle, that worthy Sir Johz Lex- 
tha!, not enduring his uncivility, Curbed him for his unbeſceming languages at that time ; nor is this the tenth part of rhoſe in- 
jurics the Do@or hath ſuſtained, which hercafter may be manifeſted to the VVorld, 
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
